Pittsburgii, Jan. IO (AP)—The In ­ 
stitute of Scrap Iron and Steel today 
predicted the American junk cart 
would prove a prosperity bandwagon 
during 1940. 
Scrap dealers attending the or­ 
ganizations annual convention said 
they expect a t least a IO per cent 
gain in activity over 
1939 when 
fourth quarter consumption of waste 
m etal exceeded any previous period 
in history. 
Picturing themselves as tile in­ 
dustrial "tail” of a much larger steel 
“dog," they emphasized expectations 
oi greatly increased business in the 
steel industry which hardly could 
escape “wagging" them substantial 
benefits. 
"The whole-thing is Just like a 
m erry-go-’round.” explained Edwin 
C. Barringer, of New- York, executive 
secretary of the institute. 
"You 
make a lot of steel, which means 
more scrap, and th at in turn goes 
into m aking even more steel.” 
So whatever way the current sit­ 
uation is approached, Barringer de­ 
clared its prospects were enough to 
convulse a scrap dealer with delight. 
He told the convention th a t the 
automobile industry consumed more 
steel In one week than does the
